Main line of resistance west of Meuse by American troops 
against fresh enemy divisions, is reported in General Per­ 
shing’s communique for Wednesday. East of the Meuse 
further gains were made during the day in spite of coun­ 
ter attacks, while in Argonne forest the Americans cap­ 
tured important heights south of Marcy and joined with 
the French at Lancon. Over 2,000 additional prisoners 
are reported.

Paris, Oct. IO.—French troops advancing east of St. 
Quentin-Lecateau railroad have captured Staves wood 
and Bocquiaux and farther south have taken Marcy and 
reached Fontaine Notredame as well as Fonzommes, it is 
officially announced.

With the American Army in Field, 
Oct. IO.— (Correspondence of the As­ 
sociated Press)—An instance of cow­ 
ardly treachery on the part of a cap­ 
tured German officer who had been 
wounded and who had been offered 
help by an American orncer is told 
by Lieut. Edward Nichols,

Nichols was 
placed in charge of a company of sol­ 
diers whose task it was to clear the 
field of American dead and wounded. 
Although his duties did not require 
him to aid the German wounded on 
the field until the Americans were 
disposed of, Lieut. Nichols, who is 
only 23 years old, went to the assist­ 
ance of a German infantry officer 
who seemed more than any of his 
comrades to be in need of succor. 
The lieutenant was in the act of 
unfastening his canteen and giving 
the wounded man a drink of water 
when the German drew a revolver 
while the unsuspecting American’s 
face was turned, and aimed it a t the 
head of his rescuer. 
Before he could pull the trigger, 
however, a quick-witted^ American 
sergeant plunged his bayonet through 
the German’s heart. The German’s 
act was condemned even by his cap­ 
tured comrades.

never be tolerated, but you know we 
are now real 
soldiers 
and 
never 
worry about such trival things. We 
know you are contending with your 
part at home, and all you are doing 
is deeply appreciated by us. For in­ 
stance the other morning after hav­ 
ing put in a night of hard hiking, 
sleeping in the rain, with our clothes 
damp and muddy, it was only a short 
walk to a Red 
Cross 
bath 
house 
where I had a fine hot shower, my O. 
D. clothes sterilized and dried, and 
my underwear and socks exchanged 
for clean dry ones. 
This service is 
open to all the boys anfl you can 
believe me, your dollars or dimes

There has been congestion of the 
mails as was shown when we receiv­ 
ed 18,000 remittances from France 
on one day. We are expanding the
